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Right Honourable, and welbeloved, in the year, 1651, 


Heaven, through the glqrious mouth of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt , the 

oply true God and everlaſting Father : The Lord upon paine of eter- 

nall death commanded us to deliver theſe Meſſages following : Firſt, 
we were direRted to goe toone Fohn Taxee to convince him of errour, which 
was excceding great, in obedience to which command we accordingly went 
unts him, who firſt affirmed that there was ever any perſonall God; fare F 
he forgor that ſaying of the Apoſtle Thomas, who when he had handled the F 
bleſſed body of the Lord Jeſus, hee called him his Lord and his God z there 
are divers other places in holy writ that clearly prove the man Jeſus to bee 
the only God : Likewiſe he affirmed, that God could not poſſibly be confi- 
ned into the womb of the Virgia ; I am ſure alſo that if ever hee did read 
theſe Scriptures, he wanted faith to believe them , where it is written , 1s 
there any thing too hard for God ? with God all things are poſſible he further } 
ſaid, that that could not bee a God that ſuffered death , and after that was 
cloſed ina Tomb three daies and three nights : Iam certaine hee knows no» 
thing of theſe Scriptnres, where it is written, 1 am bee that was dead andan 
alive , and behold 1 tive for evermore , and have the Keyes of bell and death, 
Againe, it is written, that he powred ont bu ſoule unto death : and that Belie- 
vers are redeemed by the bloud of God : that is, by the lite, ſoule, or ſpirit of ' 
God ; becauſe the life, or ſoule, or ſpirit lieth in the blond, as it is written : 
Likewiſe it was very ſtrange to this fon T axee that God ſhould dye, and by 
his owne power raiſe himſelfe from death to life, and perſonally aſcend in» 
to that place of immorrtall glory beyond the ftars, where the perſons of bo- 
ly Angels are reſident, 

Sure I am, this man believeth no place of Scripture that proverh the po- | 
wer of thar God the Man Jeſus, who faid tothe Jews, { have power to lay 
down my life , and I have poWvey to tae it wp againe: Alſo it is written, 
What and if you ſhall ſee the Soyne of Man aſceni fr:m whence hee cane ? i\0 
be was ſcene to aſcend mp by above an hundredtDilciples at ove time, where 1t 
was {11d by two men 1h white , why ſtander gazing beere ? the ſane Feſms 
which ye ſee aſcend ſhall in lie wianner come againe So that of this Man Je: 
ſus the onely Lord of life , which the Scriptures throughonc beare witnelſe 
unto, Fobn Taxee new nothing, 

Put although Jobs Taxes God which ev profeſſed bre an infinite Spitir, 
A 2 witkour 


Bi vertue of a Commiſſion which we received by voice of words from 
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without any perſorall ſubſtance; W. he affirmed, that he had a Commiſſion 
- from his bodtefſe God, to lead the Nation of the Jewes unto Jeruſalem to 
make them the onely bappy people : but this wee know from that God 
that ſerit us, that? his God , and himfclfe , and his deſigne muſt all periſh 
tocternity ; for this Fobn Taxee is the laſt great myſtery Babylon , of that 
lyivg Notion of the Ranrers, that ever ſhall ſpeake or write againſt that ſpi- 
rituall Myſtery of the immorrall God cloathing himſclte with fleſh in the 
perſon of a man, fin only excepted. 

Moreover, we declare from our God, that this Fobw T ante is the Prince 
and head of that Atheiftical lie held forth by all filthy Sodomitical Rantes, 
which are now in the world : theſe are thoſe ſpoken of by the Apoſtle Pan/ 
that were to fall away from the faith, ntterly denying the Lord Jeſus and the 
Ho!y Scriptures, a little before the comming of the great God 2 theſe are 
thole enrſed Children of that D:agon Devil Kaine, who ſay light and dark- 
neſs are both one, good and cvill are both one ; ſo likewiſe like blaſphe- 
' ming Reprobates as they are, they ſay that God and Divel are both one,from 
which helliſh tenent , with greedineſs they aR unrighteouſneſs , ſporting 
themſcly:s in all Acſhly filthineſs, as the p: ople of Sodome and Gomorrab did, 
that they may juſtly bee damned in themſelves at the great day of the Lord, 
becauſe they charged God with all their folly , who as it is written is of ſo 
. pure anature, that hee can neither be tempred, nor tempt any man to evill : 
And ſo much for all ungodly Ranters that deſpiſe a perfonall God, and foby 
T anee their King. 

The ſecond Meſſage that wee were ſent withall by command from God, 
ws to one fobn Robbins then in the new priſon, which was to pronounce a 
ſentence. of cternall: death upon him for his cruelty towards men , and his 
blaſphemy againſt the Lord Jeſus Chriſt , for this Fobn Robbins is the 
laſt great Antichriſt , or man of ſinne , that' was to appeare to fulfill that 
{ Scripture, ſpoken of by Paul im 2 T hefſ, where it is written , who oppoſeth 
| andexalteth himſelfe above all that ts caled God, or that ts wor ſhipped, ſo that 
| be as God, fitteth in the Temple of God, forwing himſelfe that be 1s God. 

For this Jobs Robbins by many people was honoured as a God , for they 
fell upon their faces at his Feet, and worſhipped him, calling him their Lord 
and their God : likewiſe, hee was prayd unto asuntoa God : moreover, 
+ he gave thema Law, commanding them not to mention the name of any o- 
ther God, but him only ; and if they diſobeyed his Lawes, by his witch» 
craft power he plagued their ſpirits and bodies, in the ſtrangeſt manner that 
ever was ſeen, of which we were eye-witnefles ; but after the ſentence of 
death, from the Lord Jeſus through our mouths was declared againſt this 
Frince of Divels, in this zge ; hee was conſtrained about the ſpace of ho 
mont 
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months after to diſ-owne his aflumed Godhead, through which many were 
deceived by him, and ſome brought in their whole Eſtates unto him, belie- 
ving on him as their God and only Saviour, unto whom he promiſed to make 
the priſon doores fly open , and fafcly cor:dut them threngh the Seas into 
theLity of [cruſalem, and there make them eternally happy» ; 

But this curſed defigne came to a ſudden conc! uſion as is beforefaid, which 
the Magiſtrates power could not accompliſh , though they impriſoned him» 
yer after he had heard the ſentence of death denounced againſt him , for his 
raking the glory of God to himſelfe , hce ſpake theſe words and no wore, 
wt ſaying \ it finiſhed, the Lords will bee done : and ſo much concerning Fob» 

Robbins \, who was the King and chiefe head of all the falſe Chriſts, and falſe 
Prophets, and Prophetefſ.s, and counterfeic Virgin Mary's, with all other 
witchcraft appearances, whether Quakers, or Shakers, or whatſoever they 
be, that go under the notion of ſpiritual! power from God at this day. 

After the delivering of theſe two meſſages, by vertue of our Commiſſion, 
we were moved by the ſpirit of Jeſus Chriſtto.deliver a Mefſage unto ſome 
Miniſtcrs, to make knowne unto them, that they have no Commiſſion from 
God to preach unto the people, but they have taken up a Comm flion from 
the letter of the Scripture to preach, and from men onely, which ſome of 
them conf« ſed ro be true, bur ſome of them that were puffed up with fleſhly 
honour and profit through their Miniſtry , they would not acknowledge 
they hachuo Commiſſion from.God to preich, although they could not give 
a poſitive anſwet to any ſpiritual queſtion to prove themſclves Miniſters by 
Commiſſion from the Spirit of Jeſus Chriſt. 

Forthis we know from the Lord , that the ſacred Scriptures were ſpoken 
by holy Prophets and Apoſtles , as they were inſpired by the Holy Spirit, ſo 
did chey ſpeak : therefore none can interpret the holy Scriptures that are ſo 
myftetious, according to the minde of God, exccpt he is indued withthe in» 
fallible ſpirit of inſpiration, as they were that ſpake the Scriptures; and hee 
tThaewsindued with that bleſſed ſpirit bath the life& power of the holy Scrip- 
tarts THining through his ſpiric and body, having lite eternall abiding in him, 
ind hee knowes that in the reſurreRien of the ſpirits and bodies our of the 
duſt, of all mankinde at the laſt day , he ſhall vifbly enjoy a perſonall glory 
» n-zmmortality, in that everlaſting Kingdome of the undefiled Heavens ai e 

Earth above theſtars, where the glorious perſon of God , and holy Angels 
arereſident : this is that place of bleſſ:dnefle that is utterly hid from the wiſe 
and prudent men of this world ; but prepared for thoſe men that ſpake the 
holy Scriptures , and thoſe only that yield obedience unto the holy Spirit of 
lefus Chriſt , the onely God all their dayes : and ſomuch concerning that 
Mcflige unto ſome of the Miniſters of God ſo called. 
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The next thing we (ball declare unto you from the Lord is this, that wee 
two only are che laſt men that ever ſhal ſpeak or write by Commiſſion from 
the true God , unto the powers and people , whileſt this world indureth; 
therefore whoever lives toſee an cnd of us, (hall ſuddenly ſee the diflolution 
of this vain world,and all the glory thercof ; but the day and houte is known 
only unto Teſus Chrift the everlaſting Father : Moreover, this we know al- 
ſo, that we two are the laſt men that ever God will give ſuch heavenly un- 
derſtanding of his divine perſon any more : for we are thoſe two Spirituall 
Witneſſes prophefied of by fob» in Rev. 11. who to fulfill the Scriptures 
were appointed to appeare in this blinde age, to make known unto the EleR 
2 little of that unſpeakable ſpirituall myſtery of the immortal God and alone 
eternall Father , cloathing himſclfe with ficſh in the perſon of a man as be- 
foreſaid : likewiſe we know that the only true God the Maa T<fus upon the 
Throne of Glory, to his everlaſting praiſe be it ſpoken, ke hath by his bleſſed 
Spirit revealed nnto us more ſpiritual underſtanding of that glorious myſtery 
concerning himſclfe, then ever was, is,or ſhall be revealed unto men, untill 
time bee ſwallowed up into eternity , and without the know!edge of this 
_—_ in ſome meaſure , - no mancan poſſibly enjoy any true peace unto 
his foule, | 

Againe, wee declare by voice and inſpiration from God that wee are the 
cancluſion of this myſtery which God made known at the firſt unto Adam, 
in th:t promiſe unto him, that the ſred of the woman ſhould breake the ſerpents 
kead : revealing alſo by his blefled Spirit of it to his choſen from thence un- 
till Moſes and the Prophets, who ſpake much of this myſtery to the Ele 
in their times , and from thence to the birth of our Lord and Saviour Ieſus 
Chiiſt, the ' holy Myſtery jt ſelfe , when 7ehovab the everlaſting Father 
in the time of the Law, became a Son Iefirs in the time of the Goſpel , yea, 
and 2 Servant to his EleR Creatnres : and from thance to the commiſſion of 
the Apoſtles, whoſe preaching was _ of this myſtery , becauſe in the 
knowledge of it only , is the afſyrance of everlaſting life : but as for this 
Commiſiſon of the Apoſtles it contined about 300 years, before it was by 
the ren perſecutions perſecuted quite out of the world. 

Then after the Roman Gentiles by the ſword,to fulfill the words of Chriſt, 
kad conquered the Nation of the Jewes , they rooke poſſeſſion of the Letter 
of the Scriptnre, which is the Court with out the Temple, ſpoken of by Fobs 
in Revs 11, by which conqueſt over the Iewes, they have beene Lords over 
the Letter of che Serjpture unto this d1y , ordaining Miniſters of their owne 
ro bee the Interpreters of the Scriptures - keeping the people in perpetuall 
bondazge, making (ch M-rchandize of them, that they have lived like Prin- 
ces by them : O%, | h-1y p-»Htable have theſe Scriptures been to Reprobate' 

Preachers ? Again, 
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another, dying in their fins, and ſo conſequently mult bee eternally damned : 
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Againe, but as for the ſpirit of life within the holy Temple , God hath 
reſerved it to him(clfe, and he gives it to hiseleRt Jewes and Gentiles, from 
whence they have power withia them to obey the letter without them ; but 
the Reprobate worſhipeth the letter 2nd his owne inveritions for his God, 
but he hath no power from the holy Spirit wichin the Temple, to yield obe- 
diznceto the letter without, ſo muck honoured by his lips; and this is the 
cauſe in men, why ſo many muſt ſyf&-r the'vengeance of ecernall death , be- 
cauſe they take upon them to be the Miniſtersof God and interpreters of the 
ſacred Scriptures, without a Commiſſion from God , they being utterly ig- 
norant of his infallible Spirit, the which blefſed Spirit dothenable a man to 
declare to the ſenſible underſtanding of men what the perſon of God 
1s, and his divine nature 3 and what the perſons of holy Angels are, and their 


- natures, and what the perſon of the Devill was before his fall , 2nd what 


kis perſon is and ſhall bee toeternity; and in what cenditiorn «Adam was 
creared in, and how he came to fall ; alſo what the glory of Heaven is, and 
the re(idence of it to erernity ; and what Hell and eternall death is, and the 
place of it tocternity. Moreover we declare from our God, that no man in 
the world at this time doth cleerly underſtand any one of theſe fix ſpiri:nall 
things, but we two onely, whom the Lord hath ſent ro declare them unto 
his choſen ones, appointed unto eternall life : and ſo much for that truth, 
Then immediacly after this there came many people unto us , moſt of 
them pretending to know what the Lord had ſpoken unto us, unto whom 
we gave 2 fall acount, with which many ſeemed well ſatisfied : . but ſome of 
them being wiſe in their conceits: did prefirme to call our Commiſſion from 
Jeſus Chriſt, blaſphemy, and a deluſion of the Devill, and ſuch like ; for the 
which in obedience to the command of our God , wee did pronounce them 
eternally damned for their blaſphemy againſt the Holy Spirit that ſent us: 
And after this manner we continued about the ſpace of one whole yeare and 
2 quirter, declaring the prerogative power and pleaſure of our God, 
which time many ignerant blaſphemers being moved with envy , they 
brought themſelvs underan eternall curſe : and ſo much for that truth. + 
After this we were moved by the Holy Spirit that ſent us , to command 
1n generall the eminent Minifters (in the account of the people, about Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter) tolay down their Miniſtery , becauſe there is not a 
man of them as before ſaid, hath the ſpirit of inſpiration todeclareunte the 
people, what the true God is, that they may bee ſaved from the wrath to 
come ; wherefore for want of the gift of the Holy Spirit, they teach the 
people a falſe God, a falſe heaven, a falſe devill, and a falſc hell : and this is 
the cauſe that the pzople remain in darkneſs , aRing all cru:lty one towards 


for 
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for we that are the Lords Meſſengers, oF whom God hath given the infal- 
lible ſpirit, do certainly know, that all the Prieſts, Miniſters, ot Speakers to 
the people, in the world, are falſe and vaine, both deceivers of themſelves, 
and of thoſe that love to be deceived by them; therefore they teach the 
people an immaginary God, which they call an infinite Spirit , not having 
any bodily ſubſtance : Thus inſtead of inſtrufing the people in true under- 
ſanding of a fpirituall perſonall God, which to An is life eternall, they 
teach the people a God of words only : So likewiſe they teach the people 
an immaginary Divel alſo, perſwading them that the Divill is an 1nviſible 
{ſpirit without a bodily ſubſtance, walking, or flying too and fro in the ayre ; 
and they fay this immaginary evit ſpirit, or Divel is he that tempteth ail men 
to that wickedneſſe committed by them : thus they teach the people a D: vel 
that is not, nor ever was, like unto the reſt of their falſe and lying Tenents ; 
as for this truth which is of a tranſcendent excellency , in generall they are 
utterly ignorant of ic; chat is, that neinviſible ſpirit, veither of God, 
Angels, nor M-n, can poſſible have any living being, without a _ or per» 
ſon, nornever had : Thus the peeple are kept from the knowledge of the true 
God, and from the knowledge of the right Divel ;- they not thinking in 
the leaſt , that there is no other Divel fince the fall of «Lam , but a mans 
owae ſpirit of unclean reaſon , and wicked immagination : therefore it is 
written, that all the immaginations of mans heart are evil, and onely evill, and 
continually evill : what is that but the Divell , that hath nothing in it but e- 
vil. Ag1ine, it is written, not that which goeth into the belly defileth a man, 
but that which commeth out of the man; out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, 
rarders, adulteries, and ſuch like, Againe, it is written, when 4 114% #s tensp= 
zed to evill, be is draVone aſide of his owne Inft : Thus it is cleare to thoſe that 
ſ:e by the eye of faith, that that Divel ſo much ſpoken of in holy Writ , is 
that unſatiable luſt, naturally ariſing from that ſpirit of unclean reaſon, and 
wicked immagination dwelling in the body of man , which tempts wicked 
men toall unrighteouſneſs ; wherefore from the Lord wee counſel! you to 
watch that Divel within you, and our ſouls for yours , you ſhall never bee 
troubled with any inviſible Divel without you; for indeed there was never 
any ſet; evil ſpirit, or bodileſs Divel in the ayre, as ignorant men have for a 
long ſcaſon taught. 

Again, if men and women were convinc'd, that there are no other Devils 
but cheir own ſpirits, untill they are born again by the ſpirit of Jeſus Chriſt, 
they would then be afrayd to a& wickedneſs one towards another , ſeeing 
there is nothing to bee crernally damned , but that which aReth unrighte- 

ouſneſs; and there is nothing committeth wickedneſs but men and women; 
wzthout ail controverſie firce the fall ofmm, there are noothex Devils but 
t men . 


'*men and wotnen only, folikcwiſc as atoreſayd, they muft needs teach a falſe 
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heaven and a falſe hell, that know neither God nor Devill. Agiin as for the 
perſons of holy Angels , they know —— them , nor what 
Adam was created in, or how he came to loſc his firſt eſtate, onely like chile 
dren, they make mention of God, and of Angels, and of a heaven, and 
Divel, and of a Hell ; but as for the true ing of theſe ſpjritug] 
things and places, they know certainly no more of then than Babes : And 
ſo much for all falſe Prieſts, Miniſters, or Speakers in this world , who are 
Miniſters of the Letrer, and by the will of Man; but are not Miniſters of che 
Spirit, ty che will of God , and muſt all periſh to eternity, that knowes ar 
\ ars of the truths of God declared by ns, and yet wilfully diſobey the com» 
miſſion of the Lerd in us 

Againe, the next thing we ſhall remonſtrate unto you is this, that there 
w2S 3c fity that God 1o vindiate his own glory, ſhould give unto us, or 
ſome other men, a Cemmiſſion to goe forth to the world, becauſe within 
theſe twelve yeers there have ten fo many in this Land , that have come in 
their own namer, calling themſclves Chriſts, and Prophets, and Virgin Ma- 
ries, and ſuchlike ; vpon theſe ſe verall ſorrswhicharoſc to fulfill che Serip- 
tures, we have pronc unced the ſentence of eternall death, for their robbing 
God of his gloty, wl.o will not give bis g:ory to another, they aſſuming the 
rr'es cf God to themſelves , yer they lived like D:vels as they ace, in al} car= 
natl ard unnaturall luſts': Morcover, although lately there hath appeared fo 
mary fpiri ual counte: fc its co fu'fil! the Scriptures, which ſoy, you ſhalt know 
them by their fruit: : yer in generall the peopleare ſo blinde , becauſe their 
owne deeds are eyill, that the y cannor diſcern the fruits of chele wicked men 
wheth:r they be good or evil: likewiſe there are bur very few, in compariſon 
of the mulritude , thac know ayhecher there-hath eppeared any of theſe fig- 
trees whoſe fruits are leaves only ; notwithſtanding the lyiog Pic ſts before 
their eyes attaine to great Eftates threugh theirskilſull merchandizing of the 
ſacred Scriptures : but know this from the Lord, both Pewers and People, 
for you (hall know it eicher for your weale or woe, that God hath choſen ns 
two only to be the fpirituall Teachers of his everlaſting Goſpel, and hath 
given us power to worke all righteouſnefſe, and- hath given us this great 
power to pronounce his ſentence of cternall death upon all ſpiricuall Coun- 
terfeits, and deceiving Scripture Merchants z and it is irtevokable , as ſure 
as there is a God. 

Againe, it men that countet fcit Commiſſions from Kings, or States, ſcl- 

all thoſe that conn- 
terfeit Commiſſions from the Lord of Heaven and Earth, and Creztor of all 
powers * And ſo much for all Spiritual Counterfeits,and Scripture lamb-like

; have ng commiſſion from God to preach ; and the ſcnrence of death being 
. denounced agaialt them :.for their d<ſpiſing ro vb: y the mcflige of the Lord, 
ſome of them ſent their diſciples uato us who bing of their owne perſccu- 
ting ſpirits they came und:r che ſer,tency; of death alſo: which occaſioned the 
People tocome unto us very much for the ſpace of the three monthes fol - 
towing , mny blaſpheming .ag2inſt the holy Spirit that ſent us c:me under 
"the Tam: curſe. Tins-wee continned m obedience to our commiſſion decla- 
ring the counſcls of God unto men , untill about the twelfth of September 
165 3. at which time (ome of our p:rſccurors which were u3der the ſentence 
accompanied with the Marſhals men with a warrant tooke ns. out of ouc 
houſe ind brought us before Alderman Foxkechen Lord Maior ,: who atcer 
he had examined us.he deſpiſed the holy ſpirit and perſon of the Lord Icſus 
that ſent us and ſo came under the ſentence of death with our ludas accuſors 
for his curſed blaſphemy agziaſt the Lord Ieſus Chriſt, and his bleſſed ſpiric 
that ſent us. And fot his unjuſt committing us to the commen. Goale of 
Newgate to try us by the cijvill L1w who did not nor cannot breake any ci- 
vill Law'cf che Common wealth of England. This is the firſt magiſtrate that 
brought himf{clfe to publicke (hame beſides an erernall curſe which he ſhall 
note ſcape inthe day of the Lords vengeance, for his perſecuting of the Meſ- 
ſengers of the Lord Jeſts, and for his medling with that which in the leaſt 
belongs nor to any civill Magiſtrate; for the duty of the Magiſtrate is to be 
$kilfull in the tivill'Lawes of che Land, and if they finde any men to wrenz 
one anotherin word or deed contrary to thoſe. Laws, then impartaally ought 
they to execute Jaltice between man and man ;z bur they have no Authority 
co jadge us, that are Meſſergers and Prophets ſcnt from God, who are kept 
by the Poawer.of God , ſo innocent from the breach of any civill Lves of 
men , that, wee are made, examples in the falfilling of them to the whole 
world.. 

Moreover, we declare from the Lord , that no-civill Magiſtrate-ought to 
call any man to account for his faith concerning God, or the ſacred Scrip- 
rures, becauſe there is not a Magiſtrate in the world at this time , that doth 
clearly underſtand what the true God is,. or the truth of holy writ : yer this 
Magilttate to falfill that Propheſie in the 11. of the Revelation, concerning 
his making wer with the Witneſſes, muſt needs walke in his Brother Pilates 
ſteps, who condemn'd'the Lord of all lite, although his conſcience made 

himfay, that hee ſaw nothing in him worthy of death or Þlame : ay 
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fore as face as Pilats maſt ( uff-r the vengeance. of eternall death, beccuſe hee 
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preferted his honour among men of more valur, then a good conſcience to- 


"wards God : ſo likewiſe this Magiſtrate Alderman Fowke, for his uojult 


committing of us to priſon, who are the Lords Meſſengers, by his preroga+ 
tive will, for his honours fake, alt h his conſcience cold him that wee 
had not broke any of the civill Lyws of England : therefore the Lord by ns 
his Mcflergers hath ſer a mark of reprobation ppon him, as the Lord marked 
lis Father Kaine , which ſhall remaine with bim to all eternity : And fo 


mach for that Reprobate Angel , Alderman Fexke, and our Antichriſtian | 


Acculcrs. 


The next thing we ſhzll remonſtrate unto you, is concerning one Alders . 


min <Anaremws , who in his Miyjoralty p:rſecu:ed one Captaine A{orwoed 
for biaſphery, which no Magiſtrate ought co do as beforeſaid ; becauſe the 


Lord Jeſus from Hcaven gave him no Commnſſſion to bee the judge of mens , 
conſciences on earth , concerning blaſphemy againſt God and the ſacred. 


Scriptures ; for you may know, that the civill Law inſtrufts no man in the 
knowledge of a ſpirituall pzrſonall God , nor gives him underſtanding to 
interpret holy writ, that hee might know what '$ blaſphemy againſt God:
